Baby Feng Son did not go to China with 


her parents, Sho was taken as far as Vic- 
toria, B. C., and there she was placed in the 
keeping of trusted friends, who continued 
to caru for her for ton years, Then the 
father, on returning from some of his 
voyages to his old home, called for her and 
brought her to his own home. Ho brought 
with hor a little servant girl who was ouiy 
two years older, and the two little China 
girls became inseparable. 


Tha daughter was now eleven years o( 


age, and had come to that period ir. her life. 
when, in the belief of her people, every 
virtuous girl must shut herself away from 
Bhe gaze of all human beings except those of 
tho immediate household.

Tlio 
father then managed in some way to smug- 
gle his daughter into her state-room on the 
steamer.

Fong Sen's husband is Joe Chong Tun. Ho 


is wealthy, and talks and writes very good 
English. 
Ho is an agent of tho IDing 


Yung Company, oco of those influential, 
famous and c.\tromo!y wealthy concerns 
grouped under tho name of "Tho Six Com- 
panies." 


Fong Sen, while she was reared in about 


tho same way that ail Rood and virtuous 
Chinese girls nro reared, was fortunato iu 
two things. Sho was not born in China, 
and sho had an elder sister. Xhc;o pre- 
vented her 'from being maimed by having 
her feet wrapped tightly in fino cloth whilo 
in infancy, and kopt so confined in order that 
she might be tho fashionable daughter of 
rich parents, and all tho world would know 
it by her small foot 


GeoHec's eldest daughter is in China with 


ono of his wives. Sho is eighteen years of 
age, nnd has waited two years for her fath- 
or to come homo to hor so that she could bo 
married. Next spring, if his business cares 
will not allow him to go back to China on 
a visit, ho will write his daughter a ".ctter 
and she will bo married, because when a 
Chinese maiden has passed the age of eight- 
een sho is not wanted as a bddc, or, in tho 
language of Ceo Hoc himself, "Girl no nial- 
liod eighteen, sho no good."

'rooms, or any work wlilch chills the bands 
aud can bo douo lu uiiUen.i. 


TYearin£ an old pair of thick gloves, or 


better y«t, loosu rnittona made from en old 
rubber blanket, when bluckieg1 stoves, does 
away with the necessity of washing the 
hauds after the operation. A little whisk 
broom Is useful In cleaning windows; tho 
plafis can bu washed, and rlnaed wltli It, aud 
for tlie corners it Ia especially nlco.

A tin box with a perforated cover, 
auch 09 pepper and nplce are sold in, makes 
a pood sprinkler; 


It may be thought too much trouble to do 


work in this -,vay, and doubtless It will take 
more tjimo nt flrHt; but it will be found after 
a fair trial to bo in reality superior to tho 
old method. AL all events it will pay m tho 
end. "An ouncu of prevention is worth a 
pound oC*jurc."
